New Cars Must 
Have Safety Glass

SACRAMENTO. Safety glass 
becomes an essential part, of a 
motor vehicle in California with 
the beginning of the new year. 
' E. Raymond Cato, chief of 
California highway patrol, today 
announced that oh and after 
January 1, 1936, no person shall 
sell any new car nor shall any 
now car be registered unless it 
is equipped with an approved 
type of safety glass in parti­ 
tions, doors, windows or wind­ 
shields.

Before a new motor vehicle 
can be registered in 1936 dealers 
must file an affidavit with the 
department of motor vehicles 
affirming that safety glass re­ 
quirements of .the law have been 
met, according to Cato.

Los Angeles' county this jolly 
Christmas season, while mistle­ 
toe,   much prized by men and 
maidens with osculatory tenden­ 
cies, can be had for the pluck- 
Ing.  

This is the gist of an an­ 
nouncement this week by County 
Forester Spence D. Turner, who 
warned that the scarlet .berries; 
mi^t be admired In their native 
haunts unless the would-be, 
plucker obtains a permit from 
the individual property owner 
or, in case of public- domain, 
from the federal ̂ forest service.

Holly, berries are plentiful this, 
year, as the result of protective 
county and state legislation, 
Turner said. He declared the 
berry is not only a seasonal 
decoration but also has proved 
a protection against crosipn of 
watersheds. Maximum penalty 
for illegal plucking of the ber­ 
ries is a $500 fine or six months 
in the county jail.
